An alleged scheme to scuttle a 
fishing boat and collea $400,000 
in insurance money could put four 
men in prison for a decade. 

Prosecutors say the tale began 
in July 2009 when 38-year-old 

Scott Tran concocted a plot to sink his 75-footer. Tran and his 
alleged "right-hand man" Manh Nguyen, allegedly hired vet- 
eran fishing captain Mike Anholt and two others to carry out 
the scheme, offering the men $2,000 apiece for the job. 

Anholt and crew left Cape May, New Jersey, on August 2 for 
a supposed several-day fishing trip. But police allege that they 
ran 86 miles offshore and then after midnight, began to fill the 
bilges with seawater. When they thought the boat was about 
to go down they jumped into a life raft and put out a

Mayday. A Coast Guard heli- 
copter rescued the trio at dawn. 

The plot started to unravel as 
soon as the sun came up. The 
boat did not sink and the crew's 
fishing story turned out to be 
full of inconsistendes: The men 
claimed they'd caught dozens of 
fish, but none were found; there 
was no fishing gear aboard; 

and the boat carried enough 
► fuel and food for only a one- 
^ way trip. 

When Tran heard that 
the boat had been brought 
back to port, he made matters 
worse by filing a $400,000 
insurance claim, claiming "as a 
result of a leak. . .the ship suf- 
fered. . .property damage and 
lost valuable fishing gear;' 

The insurance company 
denied the claim, and FBI 
agents launched an investiga- 
tion. Under oath Tran said he 
had no knowledge of the sabo- 
tage, but detectives found evi- 
dence that he'd paid off the 
three-man crew after they 
returned to land. 

Anholt died in a car crash 
earlier this year, but prosecutors 
filed conspiracy charges against 
the other four men in June. 
They could face up to 10 years 
in prison and a $250,000 fine if 
convicted. PMY

The team at Simrad had invited me to 
Atlantic City to check out their new 
NSS 12 ($3,499 list), a touchscreen 
multifunction display. They'd 
mounted it to the helm of a 39-foot 
Contender center console, presum- 
ably to show off the units sunlight- 
viewable display and many features. 
Since that touchscreen is the latest addition, its worth 
noting that it is both bright and responsive. Using the Touch 
Sensible display (as they call it) up close and in actual, albeit 
overcast, conditions, I was able to discern excellent detail on 
charts, radar, and fishfinder screens. The touch sensitivity 
allowed me to bounce around the split screens, manually 
adjusting settings and generally mucking up the system. No 
matter, default presets were just a tap away. 

The unit I tested integrated a chartplotter, built-in GPS, 
broadband sounder, and the company's proprietary 
StructureScan imaging, Broadband radar, and a SonicHub 
media server. It did not have other peripherals and features, 
such as a pulse radar, Sirius satellite weather, and an autopilot. 

I looked at some cool features such as the ability to scroll 
back through the sounders history. Swipe your finger across 
the display to scroll, then tap and hold the target on the 
screen to create a waypoint. Broadband Radar clearly defines 
nearby targets, and the Simrad guys said it also offers 
improved range over the previous version. I was confounded 
by StructureScan until I found something worth looking at.

This side-scanning imager dis- 
played what looked like sepia- 
tone photos of the bottom and 
water column — a glimpse of a 
navaid chain we passed helped 
me make sense of the image. 

Simrad lets you tinker with 
99 percent of the unit's func- 
tionality without touching 
knobs or buttons. So why 
have them? I discovered the 
answer when we gunned the 
Contender to 28 mph. Seas 
weren't rough, but it was 
tricky to hit what I was trying 
to touch, even with my index 
finger. The knobs and buttons 
let me maneuver the cursor 
and adjust anything I want- 
ed — at speed. And the Navico 
operating system let me use 
the touchscreen or buttons, or 
both, seamlessly. PMY

Chill Out 

In this less-than-perfect economy; many people are keeping 
their current boats and upgrading them in various ways. 
One smart investment to improve your comfort and your 
boat's future resale value is adding or upgrading air condi- 
tioning. This month and next I'll discuss what to consider 
when choosing a system. 
For a 40- to 80-foot boat, you're best served by a split 
system (also called split-gas system), so named because the 
components are divided into two separate units, each located in a differ- 
ent location. The typical split system starts with a condensing unit — 
basically a compressor, seawater condenser, and electrical compo-

nents — in the engine room. The advantage of placing it here is that 
noisy equipment is sequestered from your boats living areas. 

Copper tubing carries refrigerant from the condensing unit to the 
other half of the system, the air-handling unit, which includes an 
evaporator coil and a blower. Air handlers are usually installed in the 
living areas, in the base of a berth or a lounge. One condensing unit 
can serve two air handlers and cool multiple cabins or a single large 
area. But split systems are limited by the number of condensing units 
that can be accommodated spatially and by a maximum am length 
of 50 feet for the copper tubing. 

For boats more than 80 feet long, select the chilled-water approach.

Even well-made splices in 
wiring can wick up mois- 
ture, especially if they are 
in a boat's bilge. Wicking, of 
course, can cause corro- 
sion, prematurely ruin a 
splice, and cause electrical 
issues. To prevent this sort 
of thing, I suggest adding a 
drop or two of oil to a splice 
before you crimp, heat- 
shrink, or otherwise seal it. 
The oil will block salt mois- 
ture from entering and will 
keep the splice like new.

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These systems operate via a chiller in the 
engine room that cools fresh water and 
pumps it through insulated piping to air 
handlers in the living spaces that in aim 
expel cool air. Typically, there is no reason- 
able limit on the number of air handlers a 
given system can support and only the units 
that are cooling a given area need be in use 
at any one time. 

After selecting the A/C system you need, 
its time to figure out how many Btus it takes to 
cool your boat. Separate her interior into 
three areas. The bclow-deck region includes 
cabins, heads, and often the saloon and/or 
galley. The mid-deck region, often called the 
main deck, has small or shaded windows. 



Finally, the above-deck region typically has 
large glass surfaces and lots of direct sunlight. 

Determine the square footage of each region 
by measuring the length and width of each 
space to cool or heat. When measuring a space 
that is narrower at one end than at another 
(like a bow stateroom), take your measure- 
ments across the middle. Since headroom is 
about 6V2 feet on the average boat, you usually 
don't need to take it into account. Simply mul- 
tiply length and width measurements for each 
space for the square footage then add all the 
square footage up for the region's total. 

The table below will help you determine 
what load factors to then use. Multiply the 
square footage of each region by the appropri-

ate load factor and add similar calculations for 
other regions, and you'll have the required 
capacity in Btus. A temperate climate, by die 
way, is typically one with maximum air tem- 
peratures of about 95°F, water temperature of 
85°F, and moderate humidity A tropical climate 
boosts air and water temperatures by 10°F and 
raises humidity to high. 

After establishing your Btu requirements, 
determine the number of air conditioners 
needed and their locations based on the size 
and layout of your boat, as well as the space 
limitations that will affect ducting and plumb- 
ing. The maximum ducting run is typically 15 
feet, but make sure to reduce the overall length 
to ensure good airflow if bends are involved. 
You also need to consider which areas will 
require independent thermostat control, extra 
ducting and/or a secondary air handler. Finally, 
you can increase or reduce airflow with an 
adjustable grille and/or fan-speed control. 

In the next issue, we'll determine the 
location of the units aboard your boat and 
the actual components needed.

Can v\ 
damage our dependable old 
motors with this stuff?

PD: Before you switch to a dif- 
ferent brand or type of oil, check 
your engine's manual to see what the 




manufacturer specifies. The man- 
ufacturer's tested to see which oil 
protects your engine best. Don't 
second-guess the experts! 
There are two basic specifications 
you need to be concerned with, 
essentially. They are promul- 
gated by the Society of 
Automotive Engineers (SAE) 
and the American Petroleum 
Institute (API) and are usually 
listed either in print or in a 
doughnut insignia on the con- 
tainer that you buy your oil in. 
The SAE sets standards for a 
product's flowability, typically 
noted as SAE 30, 10W-40, 15W-40, 
etc. A multi-viscosity oil like 15W-40 
(the "W" means winter) offers more 
flowability when the engine is cold and 



less when it's warm. Straight 40W Delo 
400 is different with a single level of 
flowability. 

The API rating indicates which addi- 
tives (friction-reducing anti-foaming 
agents, temperature stabilizers, etc.) 
have been used. There are two basic 
API classifications: S and C. The latter 
usually applies to gasoline engines and 
the former to heavy-duty gas and most 
diesel engines. 

The bottom line? Manufacturers are 
sensibly strict about SAE and API spec- 
ifications. Extensive harm can come to 
an engine for a variety of reasons, not 
least of them being the use of the 
wrong oil product.

ime was when 
any skipper worth 
his salt would 
start listening to 
weather forecasts 
and poring over 
synoptic charts 
days ahead of any 
serious passage. 
Now it seems most of us just click onto our 
favorite Web site. 

There are plenty. For passagemaking, my 
favorite is an ad-supported one called 
PassageWcather.com that pulls together the 
basics — wind, waves, weather, and visibili- 
ty — for the next week in a simple, no-frills 
view. Pay sites like ClearpointWeather.com 
and BuoyWeather.com offer all sorts of high- 
tech fish-hunting extras, such as charts 
showing chlorophyll concentrations and sur- 
face-height anomalies. 

The definitive U.S. weather site, however, 
is Weather.gov. Its the National Weather 
Service's own free gateway to a mass of solid 
weather information, including text forecasts 
and satellite and radar images. There's a cut- 



down version (mobile.weather.gov) for cell 
phones and PDAs, and a WAP (wireless 
application protocol) version (cellweather 
.gov) for the dumbest of dumbphones. 

But the big snag with relying on the Web 
for weather information is not what's avail- 
able, it's how you get it. Wi-Fi hot spots are 
all very well, but their range is usually very 
limited. Range extenders such as Wave Wi- 
Fi's Rogue Wave and Digital Yacht's WL510 
are great for expanding a hot spot's coverage 
to several miles, but they can't really be 
counted upon to pull in weather informa- 
tion while you're on a long passage. 

Once out of Wi-Fi range, you're into cell 
phone territory. Two factors limit the range 
of cell phones and mobile broadband

modems. One is that portable equipment 
uses low-powered transmitters and tiny aeri- 
als; the other is that they're close to sea level 
and thus their range is highly limited. 

Both problems can be overcome to some 
extent by using signal amplifiers such as 
Digital Antenna's PowerMax or 
Shakespeare's CruiseNet, but sooner or later 
you will run up against one of the unbreak- 
able laws of physics: Radio waves at cell 
phone frequencies cannot bend over the 
horizon. Their effective range depends on the 
height of the cell tower and of the onboard 
antenna, but it's unlikely to be more than 
about 20 miles or so offshore. 

Beyond that, we're into the realm of sat- 
com. If you really can't do without phone 
and Internet, it may be a worthwhile invest- 
ment. But if you plan to use it only to get an 
offshore weather forecast a few days a year, 
it's probably an unnecessary extravagance. 

An outstanding alternative could be called

INNOVATIVE STABILIZATION TECHNOLOGY 
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"one-way" satcom, the satellite weather 
services broadcast by Sirius XM. 
Originally two separate companies, 
Sirius and XM joined forces three years 
ago. But there are still technical differ- 
ences between the signals transmitted 
by their satellites, so which service you 
get depends on which receiver you buy. 
That depends on the chart 
plotter you connect to: Furuno, 
Lowrance, Simrad, and Raymarine use 
Sirius, while Garmin uses XM. 
Whichever service you have, expect Web 
site-like weather information and fore- 
casts anywhere up to about 200 miles 
off the U.S. coast, at prices that are 
broadly in line with those of the sub- 
scription Web sites. 

Lower down the radio spectrum 
where frequencies are measured in kilo- 
hertz instead of megahertz, the "line of 
sight" rule doesn't apply. For the boater 
on a budget who can do without color- 
ful graphics, there's lots of information to 
be gleaned from a world-band radio 
such as a Sangean ATS505 or Grundig 
Globe Traveler, costing $150 or so. 

Medium Frequency (MF) radio waves 
curve around the surface of the earth, 
absorbed and weakened as they go, but 
forecasts broadcast by the Coast Guard 



on 2670 kHz can be picked up about 150 
miles offshore during the day and twice 
that distance at night. High-frequency 
(HF) radio waves travel even farther, 
bouncing off electrically charged layers in 
the atmosphere. But the Coast Guard's 
schedule of high-seas forecasts is compli- 
cated because HF frequencies have to be 
changed to suit daily changes in the 
atmosphere, and reception is never as 
clear as you'd expect on VHF. But it's 
free, it's worldwide, and you can pick it 
up on the same world-band radio. 

At the risk of sounding geeky you 
could even load an HF fax- decoding 
program such as SeaTTY or Mscan 
Meteo onto your laptop, connect it to 
the same radio, and download satellite 
photographs and synoptic charts. The 
squeaks and whistles you hear in HF 
voice broadcasts translate into smudges 
and streaks on the fax image, but some 
people find that learning to live with the 
quirks of FIF fax becomes a fascinating 
hobby in its own right. 

Out at the unfashionable end of the 
radio spectrum, at 518 kHz, there's a gem 
of a service called Navtex that broad- 
casts navigational information and 
weather forecasts in a form that can be 
picked up and decoded by a dedicated

Navtex receiver and reassembled into a 
printed message on screen. Navtex receivers 
such as the Furuno NX300 typically cost a 
few hundred dollars, but die service itself is 
free and the process of receiving messages is 
almost entirely automatic: You don't even 
have to tune it. Just set the kinds of mes- 
sages you want, switch it on, and wait. It 
doesn't matter if you miss a message 
because each one is repeated until it's out of 
date and is saved in the receiver's memory. 

There are more than 100 Navtex trans- 
mitters around the world, each with a 
range of several hundred of miles,and cov- 
ering most of the coastlines of the devel- 
oped world out to a couple of hundred 
miles offshore. And for those who cross 
oceans, there's another big advantage to the 
Navtex information system: The standard 
broadcasts are always in English! pmy

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Starting a boat trip with a ride in a Dodge 
pickup is odd perhaps. But then, the tour it 
facilitated sorta set the tone for the rest of 
that sunny day this past April. Vice presi- 
dent of Trinity Yachts Billy Smith was at 
the helm of the Dodge. PMYs creative 
director and photographer for the trip Aimee Colon 
occupied a window seat aft, with the window zooped 
down for photo ops. And I rode shotgun with a note- 
book in hand and a stunned expression on my face. 

Pontchartrain Park — the "Mocha Mayberry" of New 
Orleans before Hurricane Katrina and one of the first 




planned black middle-class suburbs in the Jim Crow 
South — was a sight to behold. Six years after the storm's 
landfall on August 29, 2005, an event of such significance 
that Douglas Brinkley calls it "The Great Deluge" in his 
book of the same name, it remained a wreck. Indeed, the 
doors of many of its decaying ranch-style homes still 
bore spray-painted cadaver-dog clearance symbols left 
by search-and-rescue workers. 

Smith figured the tour would lend some perspective 
to the mission Colon and I were on: Assess the Gulf 
Coasts Post Katrina recovery by cruising its shores from 
New Orleans to Alabama. The floodwaters that had 
inundated Trinity's New Orleans shipyard had also inun- 
dated Pontchartrain Park, just across the street. And 
both places had endured chaos as a result. "Over there 
on the Danzinger Bridge," Smith pointed, as we exited 
the suburb and headed for the shipyard, "there was a big 
shootout that first week after Katrina. Bunch of guys try- 
in' to move in and take over. Good thing the National 
Guard had 50-caliber machine guns and Humvees." 

Trinity hung tough though. After tracking down most 
of its employees, giving each one of them an emergency 
ash payment of $1,500, and then establishing a tempo- 
rary on-the-job community with more than 100 mobile 
homes, the company actually grew, doubling its work- 
force to 1,000 employees and its yacht contracts to 24 by 
2008. "Then the recession hit," Smith said ruefully "and 
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tilings got difficult again." 

Difficult indeed. As we strolled around the shipyard 
we saw only a couple of yachts in build and two in the 
water Although Smith told us Trinity's second shipyard, 
purchased on a handshake just a week after the storm 
and 85 miles to the east in Gulfport, Mississippi, was 
much busier by comparison, the company was still 
down to 800 workers and seven yacht contracts, with 
military and commercial projects taking up the slack. 

"Not exactly a rosy picture," Colon commented as we 
departed Trinity in our rental car bound for the Southern 
Yacht Club on Lake Pontchartrain. A new Cruisers 48 
Cantius awaited us there, courtesy of Cruisers Yachts and 
its Florida-based dealership, Galati Yacht Sales. Just 
thinking about the 48 was enough to boost my spirits. 

"Ever have barbecued shrimp?" I asked Colon, a Gulf 
Coast first-timer. 

"Not yet " she replied. 

The lunch we subsequently wolfed down at Mr. B's 
Bistro in the French Quarter featured "fresh wild shrimp 
from the Gulf" that were spectacular, a gustatory devel- 
opment that proved thematic over the next few days: 
While dining in rebuilt restaurants and yacht clubs along 
the coast we found the seafood to be uniformly excel- 
lent. Hey, nobody deep-fries a shrimp like a Southerner! 

Mr. B's is fast. We had plenty of time after lunch to 
drive out to the yacht club, toss our bags aboard our 48, 



hit the airport for a rental-car drop-off, and make it 
back in time for a meeting with yacht broker and 
club member Stanton Murray; Beneteau Swift 
Trawler owner and club member Bob Maher; and 
Louis Capo, New Orleans Levee District executive 
director and as such, manager of two of the biggest 
marinas in New Orleans. Murray and Maher began 
by explaining how Southern's clubhouse, destroyed

Of the Municipal Yacht Harbor, under the 
city's control but still in ruins, Louis Capo 
had no comment, other than to suppose that 
"battling with FEMA" had stymied efforts. 
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by fire in Katrina's aftermath, had been reconstituted 18 V% 
feet above lake level atop auger-driven pilings. 

"And we're the second oldest club in the country," 
Maher eventually concluded with enthusiasm. 

"Founded in 1849," Murray added. 

Capo was more reserved. Though both of his state-con- 
trolled marinas — Orleans and South Shore Harbor —

were operational, South Shore was still without a fuel 
dock, restaurant, and other amenities, despite the infu- 
sion of $9 million in FEMA and insurance monies. And 
concerning the only other big marina in town, the 
Municipal Yacht Harbor (under the city's control but still 
in ruins) he had no comment, other than to suppose that 
"battling with FEMA" had stymied efforts. 

This supposition, as well as the memory of what we'd 
seen with Smith, got me to thinking that evening, once 
Td settled down for a snooze in the forward cabin of our 
48, with Colon in the master, Galati captain Matt 
Condon on the settee in the lower salon, and Slidell, 
Louisiana's Oak Harbor Marina, our stopping spot for 
the night, glowing in the ghostly moonlight outside: 
Should a catastrophe of Katrinas enormous scope 
devastate another of our country's coasts — say in the 
Pacific Northwest or New England — would it take six 
years to rebuild? 

I continued pondering the question the next morning 
as we moved on to Pass Christian, Mississippi, a historic 
antebellum community virtually destroyed by Katrina. 
The three-hour run left Colon and I time to check out 
both the town (still struggling with dirt streets, rubble- 
laden empty lots, and a dearth of trees) and the new 
Pass Christian Yacht Club, stylistically similar to the 
Southern Yacht Club as well as all the other rebuilt yacht 
clubs we visited during our trip. That afternoon, we 
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bumped into Rod Ladner, one of the proprietors of 
Shaggy s Harbor Bar & Grill, the only enterprise in town 
with full, on-the-beach exposure to the Gulf. 

"When we built this place after Katrina," Ladner 
explained, "we were considered the fools of the town. 
Yeah maybe. But ya know, I used to travel the globe 
for business — used to be a million-miler with Delta — 
but I ultimately concluded some years ago that this is the 
most beautiful spot in the world to be. This coast. 
It's home." 

We encountered people with similar sentiments in 
Long Beach, Mississippi, the following day. The first was 
United Methodist minister, Rod Dickson-Rischel. "I know 
folks here," he said, "who were literally naked in the 
world after the storm. Without water, shelter. , .nothin 1 . 
And yet they've stayed, perhaps because of the deep level 
of commitment to place, community and spirit that we 
have in this part of the country" 

Then there was municipal marina employee David 
Falks and his ex-wife Vicki. They'd been married when 
I'd first interviewed them for a PMY story (see "Beyond 
Belief" November 2005) on Katrina's aftermath. But now 
things were different. Financial problems and other 
stresses after Katrina had caused the divorce, Vicki said 
while standing in the house she and her husband had 
once shared and laboriously restored. "It is home," she 
added, "but itll never be the same." 




And finally there was William Skellie, Jr., Long Beach's 
indomitable mayor. As I entered his office in the new city 
hall I remembered the last time I'd seen him, seated in a 
truck, bedraggled, gazing at an immense seawater filled 
hole that had once been the municipal marina. But now 
things were different for him as well He wore a crisp but

ton-down shirt. And, thanks to $3 million in mostly 
FEMA funds, the hole had been filled with 234 slips 
delineated by wooden docks, a brand-new dockmas- 
ters office, and a fuel dock. "Good to see you again, Bill " 
he grinned, extending a hand. "I'm still here." 

The good news got even better the next day once 
we'd parked our 48 at the Gulfport Yacht Club. The 
city's public information officer Ryan LaFontaine 
stopped by to give us a tour of the new Jones 
Park/Small Craft Harbor complex under construction 
nearby. And what a project! The nearly completed 319- 
slip marina (with accommodations for vessels up to 90 
feet) sported concrete pilings and floating docks, over a 
dozen picturesque 26-foot towers designed to elevate 
and protect junction boxes and other electrics from 
storm surge, and several new buildings. Coming attrac- 
tions, LaFontaine said, included educational kiosks, 
a fisherman's market, an amphitheater, and bus 
service. "Total cost's gonna be about $24 million," he 
added, "mostly from FEMA but some from storm 
insurance, too." 

"Positive stuff, that new complex," Colon observed as 
we zoomed east later on, intent on making the short 
run to Biloxi, Mississippi, before dark. Condon was on 
the 48s helm, and Colon and I were seated at the 
dinette table. "But it's still depressing" Condon com- 
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mented, "all those antebellum homes, the live oaks, the 
history, so many businesses. . .gone!" 

"Yeah," I agreed, 'The Gulf Coast's slowly comin' 
back, but it's still got big-time challenges." 

We spent our last full day in Biloxi, gambling capital of 
the Gulf. And while we checked out the slots at the Isle 
casino and thoroughly enjoyed our full-service slip at 
city-owned Point Cadet Marina, the real fun began 
when our photo-boat driver Bobby Carter pulled a spare 
rod from a rodholder during a lull in a photo session and 
asked Colon, "You fish?" 

"City girl," she replied. 

Call it beginner's luck. Within an hour she'd joyfully 
filled a cooler with seatrout, which Carter (who reps the 
Isle when he's not driving photo-boats or directing the 
annual Mississippi Billfish Gulf Coast Classic) eventually 
transported to Bridgette Boudreaux's Manhattan Grill in 
nearby Ocean Springs, Mississippi, where we all enjoyed 
a raise the-roof fish fry until midnight. 

Colon seemed amazed next morning. "The friendli- 
ness and humanity of these people down here!" she 
exclaimed, as Condon set course for Orange Beach, 
Alabama, our final destination. Tve never seen anything 
like it — its wonderful." 

"Yup" I replied, "and that's a big part of the story No

next to me at the flying-bridge helm and urged me to navigate the 42-foot 
Grand Banks Paper Moon closer to Mile Marker 16. Immediately, everything 
that could go wrong flashed before my eyes — namely, I could crash into the 
piling, puncture the hull, and sink the boat. It's not that I was afraid of run- 
ning the boat; I was afraid of damaging her. 

But Moore simply took another drag off her Virginia Slim, leaned back, 
and waved me on. So I quickly pulled back the dual throttles and let the old 
boat coast. I was stunned at how fast a few knots could feel when you're 
headed directly at a piling. 

And imagine that — Moore was right. Paper Moon got almost within 
touching distance of the marker without harm.

They met 
while on a charter trip when both were teachers at other 
boating schools; it was their similarity in teaching styles 
that led them to start their business together. 

When they began giving lessons, the courses were 90 
percent sailboats. "No one had heard of powerboat les- 
sons," Moore explained. "[They'd] just turn the key and 
go." Today the situation is almost completely the oppo- 




site, and the two captains and a group of assistant 
instructors either conduct lessons onboard Paper Moon 
or take owners out on their new boats. 

"We focus on getting women at the helm" Moore 
explains. "It takes brains, not brawn, to man the helm. 
Most of the time, [the man is] bigger or stronger, so it 
makes sense for him to work the lines." 

Though Moore and my other instructor for the week, 
Capt. Meg Bonnabeau, taught me many tips to make it 
easier to throw a line (loop it clockwise before tossing it 
underhand) or cast it off (doubling them up so there's no 
scrambling to get back onboard), the main focus was on 
manning the helm — repeatedly docking and undocking 
and maneuvering through bridges and around tight 
marinas. And with just two students, we had plenty of 
time to practice. 

Through five days and three marinas, my classmate 
Laura Ross and I practiced in a variety of situations as we 
cruised the ICW along Florida's coast from Sarasota to 
Venice. During one of my first docking attempts, I 
encountered the party barge at Marina Jack's in Sarasota 
whose captain refused to announce her departures. Le 
Barge slipped out, and before I could process our immi- 
nent doom, Moore had leapt across the helm seat to 
man the controls. There was no yelling, shouting, or time 
for me to react besides moving out of her way. 
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After I successfully docked the boat, the four of us 
went into Paper Moon's air-conditioned saloon for the 
afternoons classroom lessons. From chartplotting to 
learning about tides and currents to knot-tying, the les- 
sons were a welcome escape from the surprising heat of 
the midday March sun. 

"My skills skyrocketed after 1 started teaching 
because I had to take it all apart," Moore told me, 
explaining that she didn't get into boating until her 
mid-20s. She eventually married a sailor, and has now 
even crossed the Atlantic in bunny slippers. "1 learned 
by doing, getting yelled at, reading, and asking stupid 
questions," she told me. "Eventually I absorbed the ter- 
minology through doing." 

She applies that philosophy to her teaching. We did- 
n't tie a knot once; we tied it a dozen times. We did an 
engine-room check every morning. We plotted multiple 
courses on the charts. 

"1 learn every time I go out on a boat," explained 
Moore. "1 learn from you, from another instructor, or 
from doing something foolish." Or from other boaters' 
mistakes, as we learned from Le Barge's silent marina 
exits and later when we encountered other boaters dur- 
ing our return trip. 

On our last day of class, we were cruising north- 
bound, back to Sarasota, when we reached the

Blackburn Point swing bridge. There were boats 
coming from the other direction but Moore knew 
we had the right of way as we were going against 
the current. So she asked the bridge operator to 
radio a reminder of that to the five southbound 
boats approaching from the opposite direction. The 
bridge swung open, and the southbound boats bar- 
reled through anyway. Laura was at the helm, but 
again Moore jumped on the wheel to navigate us 
out of harm's way. And this time she did yell — but 
at the boaters who didn't obey the rules of the road, 
not Laura. 

Soon we were back at Mile Marker 16, the one I'd 
used to practice maneuvering on the very first day 
By now both Laura and I were able to navigate, 
maneuver, and pivot Paper Moon as if we'd been 
born at the helm. In fact when we pulled into the 
marina for the last time, we were a well-oiled 
machine. Lines were tied and the fenders were hung 
in rapid succession. Thanks to SeaSense and Capt. 
Moore, we were ready and eager to set off on our 
own adventures. PMY

TWO EXPERIENCED CRUISING SAILORS SEEK C^>^ 
HAPPINESS ATTHE HELM OF A MARLOW57E.

ow do life- 



long cruising sailors switch from a much-loved Beneteau 
423 to a Marlow 57E motoryacht after just three months of 
boat shopping? We aren't entirely sure ourselves, but we do 
know when the idea came to us. In the latter part of a two- 
month Exumas cruise in the spring of 2010, we were begin- 
ning to feel a bit cramped for personal space on Jade (the 
Beneteau 423) and started talking about getting something 
bigger. But we felt that a larger sailboat with a deeper draft 
and higher mast wasn't really practical for our home cruis- 
ing grounds on the west coast of Florida. 

The answer seemed to appear to us at Cambridge Cay in 
Exuma National Park when a power catamaran picked up 
a mooring ball near us. We watched with envy as they low- 
ered the dinghy with an electric hoist, ran their air condi- 
tioning off a generator, and romped around their enormous 
deck. The seed was planted. 

Our objective was to find a boat that would be comfort- 
able for up to six months for the two of us and our four-foot 
iguana (also named Jade) and be safe in heavy weather, suit- 
able for gunkholing, and reliable enough to take us from 
Florida to Grenada and points south. 



We spent the first month of our search focused on power 
cats. We loved the speed, interior space, shallow draft, and 
low fuel consumption, and we were prepared to deal with 
the challenge of finding dockage for the 22-foot beam. We 
looked at several power-cat designs and then chartered one 
in the Abacos, which we should add was the first twin- 
engine cruising boat that we had ever driven. In retrospect 
we were lucky to have some pretty crummy weather with 
winds in the 30-knot range and choppy water. The ride was 
not at all what we had expected. It felt like one sponson was 
going in one direction while the other headed elsewhere.

We're not sure what it would have done in a big sea, but 
decided we didn't want to find out. Power cats rejected. 

In the second month we looked at a couple of classic 
monohull trawlers, following the traditional path of many 
sailors. The cruising range, fuel efficiency, and solid con- 
struction were appealing, and even the eight-knot speed 
was an improvement over what we had averaged on 
fade. However, we found the traditional interiors com- 
mon to them a bit too traditional. We also thought that 
relying on a single engine was a little troubling and 
wanted to have the ability to kick up the speed if we 
needed to dodge ships and weather. 

Next we looked at some planing-hull designs that 




were configured for longer-term cruising. The speeds 
were awesome, the interiors wonderfully contemporary, 
and the pod drives appealing for novice powerboat driv- 
ers like us. However the exposed props, and particularly 
the pod drives, seemed too risky for the type of island 
hopping we had in mind. 

We were ready to shut down the search and keep Jade 
for at least another year when our exhausted broker, Lee 
Messina of Sarasota Yacht & Ship, insisted we look at a 
Marlow. It was love at first sight. After overcoming mas- 
sive sticker shock, we ended up with a 2008 Marlow 57 
Explorer a couple of weeks later. Newly christened indigo 
cruises at eight knots with reasonable efficiency, but can 
also approach 20 knots if needed. We believe the 
Portuguese bridge, heavy construaion, and keel-protect- 
ed props will provide the type of robust protection we 
will need for extensive Caribbean cruising, while the 
warm teak interior feels like it will be practical and com- 
fortable for us for extended periods aboard. 

After owning Indigo for a couple of mondis we are 
hopeful, but not fully convinced, that we will be long- 
term powerboaters. The satisfaction of making a passage 
under sail is clearly missing, but the comfort, conven- 
iences, and space are certainly positive changes. In the 
Exumas aboard jade, we only learned about the BP oil 
spill five days after the event while having hamburgers 
and Kaliks at MacDuff s. Now CNBC is streaming to our

chartplotter. We wonder: Will playing the market while on 
the hook negate our entire reason for going? 

Adjusting to the fuel consumption will also take a large 
mental change. The generator alone uses more fuel than 
Jades trusty 56-hp Yanmar. Next on our worry list is reliabil- 
ity. We carried spare parts for all the critical systems on Jade 
and knew how to replace them, but with two 700-hp 
engines, a watermaker, a generator, bow and stern thrusters, 
stabilizers, power steering, a washer/ dryer, a dishwasher, and 
four times the electronics, just learning to operate these sys- 
tems will be a challenge, and repairing most of them our- 
selves impossible. Will all of these new toys make us enjoy 
cruising more or just be an enormous burden? I suspect it 
will take at least a year to answer that question. PMY

adjectives people commonly use to describe those 
who pass away before their time. Fearless is not one 
of them. Its just not something that people, especial- 
ly men, will call another man if it isn't unequivocally 
true. Think about it. How many times in your own 
life have you done something that would be recalled 
as undeniably fearless? Once? Twice? Never? 

But ask just about any one of Brett Bailey's 
numerous friends or family members to describe 
him and they fumble over examples of his fearless- 
ness trying to find the one that encapsulates who he 
was. There are that many. Which one best describes 
Brett, who died ten years ago while working in the 
World Trade Center on September 11? Was it the 
time he swam out past the breakers off Point 
Pleasant, New Jersey, on the roughest day of the year, 
when no one else could paddle past the beach 
break? Or the time he hopped a chain-link fence to 
make friends with a vicious-looking Doberman pin- 
scher (and succeeded)? Or was it when he upped 
the ante on the cool kids jumping off the bridge on 
New Jersey's Chadwick Beach Island by leaping to 
the water below from his friend John Boyle's jeep as 
it careened across the wooden planks? 



His father Kevin Bailey thinks he knows. It was 
on a Vermont ski trip some 20 years ago on the last 
run of the day. Father and son were hoping for an 
easy run down the mountain after a long day of ski- 
ing, but when they got off an unfamiliar lift, they 
found themselves deep in black-diamond country 
with nowhere to go but down. Brett, a natural ath- 
lete, zipped down the icy slopes with no problem, 
thinking his father was right behind him. Except he 
was not. Kevin, a relatively inexperienced skier, had 
panicked at the sight of the precipice and taken off 
his skis, and was contemplating inching his way 
down the suicide-steep run in his boots. It was a dis- 
aster waiting to happen. At the bottom of the hill, 
Brett realized his father was in trouble somewhere 
up at the top of a cold, snowy mountain with dark- 
ness creeping in. He hiked all the way back up that 
trail, got his dad, and guided him back down to safe- 
ty. That's who Brett Bailey was. 

It's hard to hear that story and not think that up 
there on the 84th floor of the South Tower amidst 
one of the worst nightmares imaginable, that the 
fearlessness that defined Brett, coupled with his 
steadfast resolve to help the people around him, 
must have given succor to his companions until the

very end. And in that, there is an aching comfort. 

But this is not a eulogy. Eulogies signify endings. This 
story is about something more. 

Soon after Brett died, a core group of friends and fam- 
ily began planning a way to keep his memory alive. He 
had been an avid fisherman in his youth on the Jersey 
Shore, and his favorite quarry — fittingly — was the 
mako shark. Brett's longtime friend Art DellaSalla came 
up with the idea that a shark-fishing tournament would 
be an appropriate way to bring together the people Brett 
loved so much, to take part in an activity of which he 
was so fond. Oh, and there would also be a party. Brett 
was, by all accounts, a legendarily good time to party 
with. And so that was how in June 2002 the BTB Mako 
Rodeo, based out of Hoffman's Marina in Brielle, New 
Jersey came to be. The proceeds and donations from the 
tourney would be funneled through the Brett T. Bailey 
Foundation and into the hands of needy families of 
New Jersey's National Guardsmen who have sacrificed 
so much to combat the forces that toppled the towers. 

At first it was nothing fancy. Just a gathering of people, 
still bereaved, some perhaps still not quite believing he 
was gone — Brett was supposed to be married that June, 
not memorialized. They fished, sure. About 40 boats 
showed up, but really the tournament turned into one 
big party, as cathartic as any Irish wake, at a nearby bar. 

The tournament has evolved over the years. A silent 
auction was added to raise more money. There are shirts 



and hats and visors and bumper stickers for sale now. 
Participation has grown steadily to more than 50 boats, 
and the Calcuttas and prize money have as well. The 
young men who populated that first tourney have grown 
too. They've gotten manned and had kids. Lots of kids. 
With more on the way. It felt to me like every woman at 
the 2011 reception was not only pregnant but chasing 
around a four-year-old while daddy bounced the two- 
year-old in his arms. And that once-raucous party after 
the fishing is done? Understandably it's turned more fam- 
ily friendly too, with a children's face painter on the docks 
and a bouncy casde set up in the parking lot to keep the 
tots entertained while the men are out to sea. 

I accompanied DellaSalla out on his 44-foot Henriques 
convertible Andiamo at this years tournament. The cap- 
tain took out a trusted — if motley — crew. Brett's younger 
brother Yuriah was onboard. A vice president at a presti- 
gious Wall Street firm, he's all hard angles and quick-wit- 
ted comebacks. Then there was Brett's massive and 
supremely tanned brother-in-law Jon Ortlieb, a former 
college football player who was up from Florida. Two 
mates, Joe Kraft and Mike Mahieu, were there. Joe has a 
perpetual gleam in his eye like he's about to tell you the 
best joke you've ever heard. Meanwhile Mike comes off 
like your standard Jersey Shore fisherman with tattoos 
and fishing slang, until he plops down next to you and 
starts rattling off the things he's read lately. Last there's 
Yuriah's father-in-law Richard Mercurio. A bit older than 
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the rest, he mostly looks on quietly, but he's quick with 
a smile and handy with a rod. Despite the superficial 
disparities, the crew worked easily and capably togeth- 
er, cracking wise and gassing beers, talking about the 
things men talk about when they're miles away from 
women and land. The action was good too. Plenty of 
sharks were biting, particularly after the scallop boats 
came by and churned up the ocean floor. But there was 
no winning mako pulled aboard Andianw this year. 
That honor went to a boat that has won this tourney 
before. But it didn't seem to matter to DellaSalla (too 
much) back at the docks that night, where, surrounded 
by Brett's family and friends, he doled out awards and 
made a speech on his departed friend's behalf and in 
turn was feted by Brett's mother Judy for all the work he 
has done to preserve her son's memory. Everyone 
should have a friend like Art DellaSalla. 

When the speeches ended the deejay cued the music 
back up as little girls and their mothers filled up the 
dance floor. Others milled around, talking and sipping 
cold beer, not quite ready to leave — after all, it's not 
often you get this many good friends and family in one 
place at the same time. And from the speakers, Ben E. 
King's paradoxically desperate but reassuring baritone 
permeated the warm night air: 

"If tiie sky that we look upon/should tumble and 
fall/and the mountains should crumble to the sea/ 
I wont cry, I won't cry/No I wont shed a tear/just as

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Some boaters are all about choice — they want options and 
plenty of them. Others avoid making decisions and are 
happy to take what's presented to them. 
For those of you in the first category, 1 have the perfect 
boat: the Riviera 53 Enclosed Flybridge. This boat is all 
about choice. Regarding power, there are twin ZF 4000 pods connected 
to MTUs or Caterpillars rated to 1,015-hp, twin Volvo Penta IPSEOOs, or 
the setup I tested in Australia, triple IPS600s. Not only does this menu

represent a gearhead's smorgasbord, it's also a major engineering feat 
considering the disparate weights and centers of balance of each option. 
Riviera pulled it off by using a proprietary version of CAD it terms 
Riviera's "Uni-Graphics NX three-dimensional software." The software 
allows designers to vary a number of parameters, including engine 
weight and position, and still optimize running trim and balance. 

I was able to test only one permutation, the triple IPS600 version in 
Hull No. 1, which debuted at the Sanctuary Cove Boat Show. I am not a 
fan of triple- or quad-engine installations, 
primarily because of their added mechani- 
cal complexity. Yet I found the 53 to be one 
of the best-balanced boats of its size I've 
ever run. Handling was razor-sharp, and her 
turning radius was rewardingly tight — a 
couple of boat lengths at WOT. Sound lev- 
els were low, peaking at just 67 dB-A at full 
throttle. Vibration was nonexistent, and 
engine access — an Achilles heel of triple- 
engine installations — was flawless, thanks 
to something I've never seen on a 53-footer 
before: a cockpit sole that lifts electrically to 
expose everything — and I do mean every- 
thing. And for those heavy-weather days 
when you need to check on the mains and 
don't want to venture outside, there's a day 
hatch in the saloon leading to the ER. 

The 53's sharp performance is due in large 
part, I suspect, to experience. Riviera has a 
lot of it with TPS — the company has built 
more than 150 boats with it. IPS installation 
is replicable — once you get Hull No. 1 sort- 
ed out, subsequent boats should require no 
deviation from the system. Figuring out 
that first boat is the trick, and some builders 
do it better than others. The Riviera guys 
tell me the 53 was dialed in right out of the 
box, and it surely felt that way to me. 

Of course, we all know that pod propul- 
sion pushes the engines aft, freeing up space 
for things other than blocks of iron. On the 
53, one of those is a single 925-gallon fuel 
tank that, combined with decent fuel effi- 
ciency, provides good range: 462 miles at 
about 25 mph (3000 rpm). Another is a full- 
beam amidships master with en suite facili- 
ties, a first for Riviera in this size range. Yet 
another first in this range is an enclosed 
bridge than can seat ten, and the minute I 
walked up the interior stairway to it I knew 
this would be the focal point of the boat. 
(The big cockpit, which has two barbecues, 
is a close second.) It's a mystery to me how

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Riviera managed to make it so big and 
avoid a top-heavy appearance. It has all the 
amenities you'd expect, such as a wet bar 
and icemaker/fridge, plus two you might 
not. One is a standard electric sunroof. (Air 
conditioning is also standard.) The other is 
another big choice: helm position. You can 
have it all the way forward or all the way 
aft. On my boat it was forward, an excel- 
lent choice for cruisers. The aft position 
allows the helmsman a good view into the 
cockpit, something that should be particu- 
larly appealing to those who chose to rig 
the 53 for serious fishing. 

I enjoyed my time at the wheel of the 53 
but couldn't help wondering how she 
would have run with the ZFs or bigger 
IPSs. But that's the trouble with choice — 
no matter how many you have, you're 
never totally satisfied. PMY

he Miami heat is 
unbeatable in June. 
And Im not talking 
about LeBron James

summer. As I meandered through 
the streets of Miami Beach in a 
rental car with spotty air condition- 
ing, trying to find the house where 
my Sessa C54 test boat was docked, 
the irony did not escape me that 
shortly after the Dallas Mavericks 
had stomped out the Heat in the 
NBA finals, the Miami heat was so 
thoroughly kicking my butt. 

When I finally did find the house, 
it was a welcome sight for a few rea- 
sons. First off, with modern architec- 
ture and a white exterior, it resem- 
bled a giant refrigerator, big enough 
to live in, which seemed like a great 
idea at the moment. And second, 
when I was let in the front door, a 
cold blast of air smacked me in the 
face, which also was nice. And last, a 
panoramic window out back gave 
me my first glimpse of the very cool- 
looking sport cruiser that I was to 
pilot around Biscayne Bay that after- 
noon — not to mention the rep for 
Fastboats Marine Group, the sole 
Sessa U.S. distributor, standing on 
the foredeck of a technicolor speed- 
boat waving his arms and pointing 
at the Sessa. 

The "coolness factor" of my test 
boat's exterior was in no small part 
due to her optional silver and gray 
hull paint, which shimmered almost 
magically while the rest of the land- 
scape baked. When coupled with 
the boats sleek lines and beefy over- 
all feel, that color scheme made the 
boat look to me like some oversized 
mechanical seal, ready to whisk me 
away to ports unknown. In the back

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of my mind I wondered if she would be as supremely agile as that 
aquatic animal 

Stepping onboard I immediately made my way across the teak-sole 
cockpit to the engine room hatch. After lowering myself into the com- 
partment, which housed two Volvo Penta IPS900s, I immediately noted 
the upgraded 16-kW MASE generator aft and to port. MASEs have 
unique intercooling and oil-distribution systems, which make them 
popular among offshore racing enthusiasts as well as the US. Coast 
Guard. I would be remiss however if I didn't mention that the engine 
room was a bit cramped and had only about five feet of headroom.

Curious about this lack of space, I made my way topside and inspected 
the hydraulically operated teak-covered swim platform, which is large 
enough to hold the roughly 12-foot RIB that the owner currently had up 
on a lift at the dock. As 1 suspected, there was a storage area forward of 
the platform that accounts for some of the lost space in the engine 
room. It's not big enough to hold a tender, but it is a handy place to store 
things like snorkeling gear and beach toys. 

Working my way back up to the cockpit, I took in the centrally locat- 
ed teak cocktail table, as well as a sunpad that is easily large enough for 
two. "This is for when you want some sun," the owner's captain said. 

"And this for when you don't" he added as 
he flicked a switch and an optional awning 
extended to cover the whole cockpit. 
Meanwhile, the captain went to work 
unfolding the cocktail table — formerly a 
place just big enough to hold some 
drinks — into a full-size dining table, while 
also transforming the sunpad into seats 
accommodating that table. Not a bad way 
to tame a blazing sun. 

Moving forward past a grill situated to 
port, I entered a thankfully well-air-condi- 
tioned saloon replete with soft, diocolate- 
colored leather and glossy woods. A leather 
and white fabric upholstered settee to star- 
board sat directly across from a 32-inch 
Samsung flatscreen that rose up electrically 
from behind a Vitrifrigo refrigerator. A 
hook-up for DirecTV and an optional Bose 
sound system completed the indoor enter- 
tainment goodies. 

Up two stairs and to port the dining set- 
tee is large enough for four but ideal for two. 
As I sat there testing out the admirably deep 
and comfortable seats, the captain again 
flicked a switch and a sunroof opened, 
flooding the saloon with so much light I lit- 
erally had to put on my sunglasses. The 
light extended down to the accommoda- 
tions deck where it illuminated the airy and 
stylish amidships galley, which features a 
chrome sink, a three-burner stove, and a 
KitchenAid dishwasher, as well as more 
than enough room to maneuver around 
while you're whipping up some lobster fra 
diavolo for your guests. 

Forward of the galley there's a roomy 
VIP cabin for a boat of this dass, sporting a 
queen-size bed and a surprising amount of 
closet space, as well as an en suite head with 
a separate door leading to the galley. Down 
several steps from the galley and slightly aft

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of amidships sits the master, generously endowed with natural light by 
large windows to either side. This owner had also installed a curious 
but pleasing option in the shower: LED lights that flicker from green to 
yellow to purple to blue at intervals. Frivolous? Definitely. Cool? For 
sure. The one thing I did find slightly disconcerting about the master's 
layout is that there are a number of steps within it to accommodate the 
natural shape of the hull. Although not altogether uncommon for a 
boat of this type, the layout did feel to me like a stubbed toe or three 
waiting to happen. 

As I made my way back up to the helm I was eager to see if the C54's 
performance would mirror her athletic lines. After all, the model repre- 
sents the fourth generation of pod-driven boats produced by Sessa, so 
the company has had plenty of time to perfect the technology's capa- 
bilities. It was soon clear that Sessa had done its homework. Gliding 



across the lake-flat waters of Biscayne Bay at nearly 40 mph,I steered the 
boat through some graceful S-turns and looping figure eights. When I 
put her hard-over to starboard, she did a 180 in almost exactly two boat 
lengths. The particular boat I was on required a decent amount of steer- 
ing input before she reacted but once the turn began in earnest, look out, 
because she was about as nimble as that aforementioned seal. And with 
that big sunroof pushed all the way aft and the wind blowing through 
your hair out on the bay on a sunny day well, somebody better dial up 
Mr. James and let him know that Sessas found a foolproof plan to beat 
the Miami heat too. pmy

Recently I had the pleasure of spending a week on "Lady Maestro", our in- 
credibly comfortable 82 footer. We have designed this incredible passage 
maker to extend the modern conveniences of home without sacrificing 
seafaring capability or performance. 

The salon has a huge U shaped seating area that is extremely comfortable. 
Power windows open to let in tropical breezes if so desired. Press a but- 
ton and a large flat screen LED TV raises out of its hiding spot in the cab- 
inet across the room. This boat is built to entertain with ease. The granite 
wet bar has plenty of storage for liquors and glassware and its own ice 
maker with easy access to the galley directly across the hall. The impres- 
sive open stairway from just behind the pilot house is a great focal point 
while elbowing up to the bar.

A MATTER OF PERSPECTIVE. 

Distant Shorej 

"It's only an island if you bok at it from the water!' 
—Chief Martin Br ody, Jaws 

There's something to be said for 
surrounding yourself with water 
for as far as the eye can see. Most 
of you know what I'm talking 
about. The physical separation of 
getting out, getting away, and 
changing your perspective is a big 
part of the sea's allure. 
Today the default setting for many 
of us is to be constantly, inexorably in touch. The benefits of steady 
contact are obvious: If you need help, its just a call away. Perhaps less 
apparent but more important is knowing that we occasionally need to 
shut off the white noise of mobile telephones and e-mail and engage in the 
here and now more completely The water is one of those buffers that we're 
looking for in everyday life, and boats offer a way to get away Hopefully it helps us 
open different parts of our minds and reboot the system. 

That was my goal when I went away for a long weekend this summer with my 
wife and friends to do a bit of fishing and unwind. When we got to Nantucket — and 
it's not that far really just over the horizon — we began to realize the differences from 
our daily lives the minute we drove away from the ferry dock. Sounds silly to say, but 
bumping along country roads through scrubby, overgrown pastures in the island's 
interior, I felt like we were a world away from the manicured lawns of Cape Cod. 

It's little things that shift the lens of your perception. As with optics, small changes 
can make a big difference. (Don't believe me? Try swapping eyeglasses with a friend.) 
When things aren't going right, I like to think I can see the need to shift gears. And 
even if everything is going right, a change of scenery lets you see the whole deal from 
a different angle. Getting on boats and spending time on the water is the best way to 
change it up — to leave the puzzle alone for a while. And when you come back to the 
puzzle, the pieces seem to go together a little more simply, chiefly because you're not 
ramming them into each other in the same old way. 

One of my favorite ways to do that is fishing. There's something innately satisfying 
about the muscle memory of tying certain knots or the deep remembering required to 
recall a specific one and execute it — sometimes with a friend looking on a little too 
closely And the excitement of the strike is a feeling without compare. 

Taking to the water is a singular solution because it can create challenges that you 
can't ignore. As with any sport, your commitment level determines what you get out 
of it. A golfer hits into the woods, shakes his head, and tees up another ball. To mix a 
metaphor, I think it's better to play the hand I'm dealt. Also, it's much more fun: A 
friend's balky outboard motor threatened to squelch a fishing expedition to Point Rip 
and beyond to Sankaty. Helping to fix the engine with plenty of time to spare made 
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I think it's better to play the 
hand Fm dealt. 



my day Of course, we missed the meat of the tide, but 
sometimes that's how it goes. 

The timing can be off. These escapes rarely coincide 
with ideal conditions. As we fished, a curtain of 
impenetrable fog dropped into place 50 feet off the 
bow. We got underway at reduced speed, and I took 
regular glances at the radar display while dialing in 
the range we needed on the monochromatic chart- 
plotter screen. As we came to the harbor approach, 
my friend throttled back as I pointed at a moving tar- 
get on the radar. Out of the mist, a huge, dark-green- 
hulled Burger motoryacht materialized, gliding into 
the channel before us.
